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* * — 
For whatever is wrong we should 
find a remedy. If the agencies we 
have are not sufficient, there is need 
of further invention and discovery. 
It is the province of true learning to 
take up the wisdom of preceding sages, 
‘and to carry forw the standard of 
into the ranks of its enemies. 

e sword of Theseus, the spear of 
Hercules, the ship of Jason, were good 
in their day. But one modern outlaw, 
armed with a Celt’s revolver, could 
cope with half a dozen such heroes. 
The mission of true manhood in the 
world is different now from what it 
was in the fables of that pagan my- 
thology with which you are all familiar. 
The true+benefactor ef our day is 
not the man who slays a dragon, but 
the man whe gives useful employment to 
men. The modern hero is the man 
Who, for the sake of duty, is willing 
to hve in obscurity, or to die in his 
tracks, before he will connive at a 
wrong. The kind of deliverers we 
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need are not those who will free us 
from an annual tribute of captives 
doomed to death, but these who will 
free the land from its annual tribute 
of intemperance, that scourge of 
American manhood, more ignominious 
than the living tribute exacted of the 
Athenians by Minos King of Crete, 
and from its annual tribute to crime 
that modern Minotaur, more difficult 
to reach in the windings of its laby- 
rinth than the monster whom Theseus 
— by the hair and slew. 

e have need of more learning. 
We have more need of moral reform 
among the masses of the peeple. 
We complain of the corruption of our 
public servants, but let the fault be 
put where it belengs. Were it not for 
the prevalence of corruption among 
the peeple themselves, such a thing as 
a dishonest pelitician could not thrive 
in the garden of eur civilization. 

We need a more enthusiastic love 
of truth. A more manly contempt 
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for riches. A mere holy abhorrence 
ef idleness. A more discriminating 
charity. A philosophy more imbued 
with man’s persenal accountability to 
seciety and to God. 

We have need of greater therough- 
ness in what we do. 

We have many doctors of medi- 
cine, but few skillful surgeons; many 
doctors of divinity, but few religious 
teachers capable of commanding the 
confidence of the heart, or convineing 
the judgment of the head. We have 
many editers, but few well written 
editorials ; many mechanics, but few 
good workmen; plenty of business 
men, but few 3 managers; plenty 
of mathematicians, but few Fieklins; 
plenty of surveyors, but few reliable 
engineers. Few men understand right 
well the vecation they pursue. 

This is a great drawback upon the 
advancement of the country, and is 
the chief cause of the bad luck men 
have. 

We also have too many Josiah 
Bounderbys in this country, who like 
to be called self-made men. They 
wish it understood that they are sv 
much the natural superiors of other 
men that they can pass educated men 
in the race of life for meney and for 
fame. This is another specimen of 
boastfulness that reflects no credit on 
our civilization. Such a man is as 
inflated as the bey who was asked, at 
his first visit to Sunday-school, who 
made him. He had to give it up, and 
the teacher kindly informed him that 
God made him. Well,” says Young 
America, He might have made me 
a little, but I growed the rest my- 
self.” Now, this claim that a man 
whe gets inte more prominence than 
he is fitted te adorn is a self-made man 
is equally ridiculeus. He is educated 
by events around him. The man who 
is diligent from choice deserves as 
much credit as the man who is indus- 
trious frem necessity. The young 
man, surrounded by the allurements 
of luxury, and the pleasures that attend 

fortune, and who, nevertheless, 
evotes his energies to active useful- 
ness, and the earnest cultivation of 
his pewers, so as to make the mest of 
them he can, is as much a self-made 
man as one who rises by slow promo- 
tion from cabin-boy to master of the 
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ship. No man is self-made. And no 
man amounts to much unless he is 
self-made. I leave this paradox to the 
logicians. The principles of political 
economy are too little understood and 
too little ebserved in our country. 
There is a growing tendency to insolent 


luxury fer the rich, and shameless 
mendicancy for the poor. Splendor 
here; squalor yender. We have too 


few comforts for our laboring people. 
We have no organized system for 
getting them employment when they 
are willing to work; no regulations 
to utilize the abilities latent in the 
loafing part of the population. 
Every man of them should be com- 
pelled to engage in something use- 
ful—semething that would occupy 
them, whether it would pay them 
well or not—for mere occupation 
would keep out temptation, exclude 
want, diminish crime, preserve health, 
prolong life, enrich the community, 
and enable society to make better 
provision than is now made for its 
deserving poor. The indigent should 
be encouraged to sustain themselves, 
and to be ashamed to beg as long as 
they are able to work. There is a 
great deal of mistaken benevolence 
wasted upon those who are inclined 
to depend on others rather than take 
care of themselves. A kind word of 
instruction, of sympathy and advice, 
is worth more than alms to an ignorant 
and friendless man. It cheers him 
on the way to usefulness and to hope. 
Yet our customs and conventionalities 
too often forbid that word. 

For the want of knowing where 
and how to labor and live, the 
wretched poor of our great cities actu- 
ally perish. use we cannot 
relieve them as a multitude, is no 
reasen why we should not rescue them 
one by one as individuals. To accom- 
plish this, will require individual 
effort. We hear the voices of those 
that are in darkness crying for light. 
The sun, with all its power, cannot 
penetrate a cavern. But ene human 
hand can os a lantern there that 
will sbimmer along its sparlined leaves 
until the place seems roofed with 
sparkling gems. Just so; any one 
who hears my voice can go teach some 
poor illiterate te read and write, and 
the light you thus carry into a dark- 
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ened mind will be reflected back with 
rays of beauty full of brightness and 
of joy for your own soul. 

And new, young gentlemen of the 
literary societies, a few words with 
you as from an elder brother. Yeu 
enjoy rare privileges. There is no 
part of a classi ed uoation more 
advantageous or more enduring than 
the discipline acquiréd by the faithful 
members of the Literary Society. 
The debates and exercises of the so- 
ciety anticipate the lessons that lie 
just ahead of you in the sterner legic 
of life. They train you to put what 

ou study into form to master, before 

e ean hope to recline in the shade of 
the trees of the land of his dreams. 

After nineteen rather busy years, 
since I said farewell to my fellow- 
members of the Erodelphian Society, 
memory revisits the old hall with its 
fondest recollections. My Alma Mater 
is dead. The old hall is dismantled 
forever. Our library was scattered 
and destroyed. But the books as they 
stood on the shelves, and many of the 
werds they contained, and the place 
on the page, are as fresh in my mind 
as if I had seen them yesterday. We, 
too, had our annual addresses. 
Without wishing to reflect upon the 
gentlemen who delivered them, I am 
sorry to say I can only recall some 
high standing collars, some big rolls of 
manuscript, and triamphant applause 
when the reading was undoubtedly 
over. They were generally learned 
productions full of Greek and Latin 

uotations. I made up my mind then 
that if I ever consented to deliver an 
address on such an occasion I would 
not inflict a similar punishment, but 
speak in plain words of those things 
which most nearly cencern the active 
duties of life upon whieh yon are soon 
to enter. 

You have rare opportunities at this 
Universify to make your education 
come up te the standard ef Milton’s 
definition. You are under ebligations 
to do all you possibly can to make the 
best use of your advantages. The 
State has rational expectation that its 
educated sons will turn their dis- 
ciplined abilities to the benefit of the 
commenwealth and the elevation of its 
moral and intellectual average. You 
are to be taxed in proportion to the 
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roseurces you possess; you are under 
responsibilities you cannet evade. 
The ceuntry needs your help. The 
good cause of humanity calls con- 
stantly for re-inforcement. It is not 
expected that any one of you will 
extirpate pauperism, or reform all 
drunkards, or put an end to all crime, 
or abolish all bigotry, or restore all 
lunatics to their right minds, or con- 
vert all our heathen, or pay off the 
national debt; but it is expected that 
in the endless warfare between good 
and evil you will be no neutrals be- 
tween wrong and right, but lend a 
helping hand tothe good cause. 

Treasure up the learning imparted 
to you under the instruction of your 
eminent Faculty, but treasure in your 
heart of hearts their moral precepts 
and their faithful warnings, for by 
this alone can you hope in old age to 
find refuge in the sanctuary of a good 
name. Be good citizens. Be not too 
ambitious to hold public office. The 
inordinate love of office is a blemish 
upon American citizenship, and the 
prolific cause of many — Be not 
afraid of obscurity. Be not afraid 
your merits will be long overleoked. 
The world is so scarce of good and 
worthy men that you will be sought 
out, if you really amount te anything 
within yourselves. 

Mount Orizbua rises from its tropi- 
cdl foundations, and lifts its lofty 
summit into regions of perennial snow. 
There it stands in sublime majesty! 
Whether the whole world go on a pil- 
grimage to wonder at it, or only a few 
worn travelers turn te admire, its ac- 
tual greatness remains the same. Few 
may see it or many. Some may over- 
rate it, others may underrate it; it 
stands the same. it is with charac- 
ter truly measured, or falsely measured, 
it remains the same. Estimate your 
aceomplishments as nearly as you ean 
at what they are really worth, and de- 
vote them with all the energy of your 
nature to active usefulness. 


Shun idleness. Shun intem ce, 


Shan temptation. Beware of undue 
curiosity to knew the vices of the 
world. Guard yeur health as to body 
and mind—for there are as many dis- 
eases of the mind as of the body, and, 
in either case, an ounce of prevention 
is werth a pound ef cure. 
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Be steadfast to principle. Never 
surrender your self-respect. Cultivate 
the philosophy of resignation to God's 
will, and just as surely as He has 
made and preserved the universe, just 
so surely has He made your existence 
a part of His infinite plan, and just so 
surely will His divine benevelence do 
all you can reasonably expect to make 
your life sweet and delightful. Plan 
out a future full of work. Should all 
go well with you, be not spoiled by 
good fortune. Should the world seem 
to frown and grow cold about you, do 
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not take it to heart. Be men—not. 
imbeciles. Boast not, tire not, fear 
not. Be honorable. tGed. Be 
just in your dealings with your fellow- 
men! And yonder, at the celestial 
gates of that heaven where you will 
have an eternity to rest in, a blessed.

A LYING RELIGIOUS REPORT. 


A Conference of the Rocky Moun- 
tain Methodist Episcopalians, including 
those of Utah, Idaho, and Montana, was 
recently held in this city. It is claimed 
by Methodists and most other re- 
ligionists that their motto is that of 
the angels—peace on earth, good will 
to man. If this was the motto aad 
the object ef the late M. E. Conference, 
then we are forced to the conclusion 
that the members of that Conference 
had a very peculiar way of showing it. 
For towards the body of religionists 
who founded this Territory, who made 
it possible for a M. E. Conference to 
be held in this city, who grew the 
bread and meat and potatoes which 
the members of the Conference ate 
while attending the deliberations of 
the same, from whose ranks come, and 
have ever come, the purely local au- 
thorities of the Territory, and who 
constitute nine-tenths of the aggregate 
inhabitants of the Territory, this same 
M. E. Conference did act in excessively 
bad taste, in an unchristian-like man- 
ner, and with wondrous ingratitude, 
in that it did, threugh the persons of 
some of its prominent members, with 
much prejudice and bitterness, and 
unjustly and falsely, make certain re- 
flections and statements concerning 
said predeminating religious body, re- 
flections and statements wholly incon- 
sonant with, and entirely foreign to, 
the spirit of that blessed angelic mes- 
sage before queted—peace on earth, 
good will to man. It is a message 
worthy of serious and frequent medi- 


tation, and constant illustration, per- 
sonal and actional, especially by those 
who profess to be followers of the 
meek and lowly Jesus. Consequently, 
one of the most natural expectations 
would be that the M. E. Conference, 
a special congregation of professed 
“* ministers of Christ,” would exhibit 
in a super- eminent degree the true 
angelic and heavenly spirit of that 
truly angelic and heavenly . 
But what a woeful disappoiotment ! 
Instead of the manifestation of such a 
spirit, there was the manifestation of 
a very opposite spirit—the bitterness 
of hatred to and the slandering ef 
another body of religionists, of supe- 
rior claims to scripturality as to their 
doctrines, and of at least equal devo- 
tion, by its members, te their professed 
religious convictions, and therefore at 
least equally entitled to the confidence 
respect, and esteem of othér religion- 
ists in the Territory and of the re- 
ligious world at large. 

During the sitting of the Conference, 
it appears that a number of reports 
were made by various Cemmittees, ap- 
pointed for the purpose, that ameng 
these Committees was a special one 
upon the ‘‘state of affairs in Utah,” 
the affairs political as well as religious, 
though why a Conference of Methodists, 
who claim that their religion has no- 
thing whatever to do with things of 
the earth, earthy, such as politics pre- 
eminently are, should interfere with 
such things, is not made very clear to 
the non-Methodistic comprehension. 
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However, this particular Special Com- 

mittee made a report, and a very pretty 

sort of a report it was, as made public, 

to come before a Conference of min- 

isters of Ohrist,“ professed preachers 
ef His holy gospel. 

We will indulge in a few brief notes 
upon this report, our space being too 
limited for a more lengthy notice. 

The Chairman of the Committee 
who made the report is one Rev. C. P. 
Lyford, who is generally credited with 

‘the reputation of being a mendacious 
mendicant, religiously and piously, 
from the circumstance of his peregri- 
nations in the east upon preaching, 
praying, begging, and lying expedi- 
tions for the pur of raising means 
‘to push in this Territory his peculiar 
Methodistic notions of religion. This 
is the man who is reported to have 
urged his religious begging enterprises 
in the east by stating that he con- 
sidered it pradent when in Utah to go 
into the pulpit te preach with the 
Bible in one hand and a revolver in 
the other, possibly on the old show- 
man’s principle, ‘‘ Whichever you 
please, my little dears ; you pays your 
money and takes your choice.” 

In considering this special report, 
then, it is in order to consider the 

‘source thereof. Considering the source, 
then, the production is by no means a 
‘disappointment, it is among the things 
that might have been expected to flow 
from such asource. But there may be 
some'disappointment that a Conference 
of Methodist ‘‘ ministers of Christ” 
‘should unanimously adopt, as it is re- 
ported they did, a report which is a 
mere tissue of prejudice, bitterness, 
hatred, misrepresentation, slander, 
and falsehood, cencerning another lo- 
-cally larger and more influential body 
of religionists. 

1. The report is exclusively occu- 
pied with considerations of Mor- 
monism and the Mormons.” 

To this we can have no objection. 
It indicates that even the Methodists 
considered that Mormonism” and 
the Mormons” were things of chief- 
est interest to the Conference and to 
all people. Moreover the Committee 
could not have had a better subject to 
consider, nor one of greater impor- 
tance to mankind. 

2. The report says that Mormon-

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ism” is entirely hostile to the American 
government and to American in- 
stitutions. 

We think we know more about 
„Mormonism than the Methodists 
do, and we do not know that it is hos- 
tile as said. Indeed, we believe that 
the ‘‘Mormons” are the most loyal 
people in the Union to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

3. The report says ‘‘ Mormonism ” 
is an organized system of outlawry, 

he the mation of its 
timber and its lands, and defies and 
tramples anderfoot the law of Congress 
concerning polygamy. 

Part of the above appears to us su- 
premely silly. Have not settlers from 
time immemorial, when they have 
gone into the wilderness, used the air, 
land, grass, water, rock, sand, clay, 
lime, wood, and timber to support 


and make comfortable themselves, 


families, and domestic animals? The 
settlers in every embryotic and actual 
State and Territory have done so, and 
now do so. When the United States 
extends its regulations specially over 
such land the ore comply with 
them. The ‘‘ Mormons” have done 
just the same as all other frontiersmen 
in these matters. They have sus- 
tained themselves as best they could 
ever since they were thrust out a thou- 
sand miles into the wilderness in the 
Christian hope that they would perish. 
That they have obeyed the command- 
ing instinct to live, and the divine 
commandment to increase and multiply 
and replenish the earth, and in doing 
it have occupied a portion of what was 
a waste land and uninhabited, is now 
voted a erime by these exceedingly 
sapient Methodist religionists. As to 
defying law, the ‘‘ Mormons” respect 
law, not defy it. 

4. The report enlarges in invective 
against theocracy, Order of Enoch, 
polygamy, free schools, tithing, tears 
and groans, ‘‘one hundred thousand 
souls kept in bondage, etc. 

These several important points we 
have not space to enlarge upon now. 
They have frequently been dilated 
upon before. 

5. The report says that by the pre- 
sent jury system the law is absolutely 
without force.

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6. The report deplores the removal 
of “that eminent jurist and incor- 
ruptible man, Judge McKean,” as a 
great calamity, etc.

The press 
is asked to ‘‘ keep the matter before 


aske “fill this Territory with 
churches, schools and Christian litera- 
ture.” And “ our Heavenly Father is 
asked to aid in this glorious work.” 
Congress deals as it pleases with 
Mormonism” and the twin relic,” 
but we de not see the treason, defiance 
of law, or iniquity. ‘‘A free ballot 
and amended jury law” means exclu- 
sion of all“ Mormons” from polls and 
juries. The press will not fail to 
keep the matter before the people,” 
if it pays to doso.

SENSATIONAL JOURNALS.

‘‘Sensationalism” is defined by 
Webster, as the doctrine that our 
ideas originate solely in sensation, and 
consist of sensation transformed.” 
Indeed it is difficult to detect any 
human emotion or apprehension that 
may not be termed sensational, as 
there is no approach to the mind 
save through the senses. Sensation- 
alism is not, therefore, in itself an 
objectionable term or necessarily the 
symbol of an exagyerated feature in 
m human intellect or in the work- 
ings of society. It does not certainly 
imply an excitable temperament or 
an overstrung imagination, liable on 
the slightest occasions to the most 
violent bursts of paasion, or capable 
of the most ridiculous excesses of 


humor. In fact the individual pos- 


sessed of the best moral and physical 
balance is apt to excel in the full use 
of his senses, and to appreciate in the 
highest degree the varying phases of 


life and nature which present them- 
selves to his notice. On the other 
hand, it is the shallow and weak 
and simple characters, who cannot 
look at a question on all of its sides. 
and phases, who usually rush to hasty 
and partial conclusions, which would 
be rejected by the men of broader 
and more enlightened 128 
The really great men of ages have 
been sensationalists, that is, men 
whose keen intellects and catholic 
tempers would lead them to view men 
and events without prejudice. Shakes- 

are, Washington, Humboldt, Agassiz, 

bert E. Lee, were true types of the 
many-sided men, who could only be- 
come partisans of truth, and spurned 
exaggeration as they would reject a. 
crude and partial theory. A sensa- 
tional civilized man in society is one 
who is alive to every phase of life, to. 
every reform and method of progress, 
and whose every movement becomes a. 
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genial influence and blessing to the 
world. 

There is a class of public journals 
who have obtained a sensational noto- 
riety simply by the use of an exag- 
gerated style of presenting current 
events. hen there is no news it is 
the easiest thing to manufacture 
events to suit the occasion. When 
opinions of public men are needed 
these jeurnals invent them. To pre- 
sent exclusively the weak or bad side 
of humanity is a favorite practice with 
them, and the so-called sensational 
journalist is not supposed to limit his 
strictures or criticisms by either truth 
or decency. Being shielded from harm 
under the broad panoply of newspaper 
freedom and privilege, he may de- 
scend to depths of scurrility and 
blackguardism, which if indulged in 
socially, would render him the football 
for all mankind. ‘ 
There is nothing sensational or bril- 
liant in such journalism. It is simply 
exaggerated, brutal and fiendish. The 
true journalist disdains the metheds 
and manners of the hoodlum and the 


ruffian, and would as soon employ 
scurrility in decent society as allew 
his paper te become the medium of 
Billingsgate abuse and foul language. 
All classes of people receive fair treat- 
ment at his hands. While ready to 
condemn vice and criticise public faults 
with freedom, he will never sink legi- 
timate journalism in the slums of 
humanity, and will recognize the right 
of all to a fair and impartial bearing. 
Real sensational journalism is the art 
of presenting in a pleasing, perspicuons 
— natural light current events, in 
laying before the public the lights and 
shadows of daily life, and in various 
methods of legitimate enterprise in 
news gathering and publishing which 
is so fully appreciated by the American 
public. The press in this country 
excels that of any other nation in this 
respect, and the time is fast approach- 
ing when the class of scurrilous sheets, 
which thrive mainly by personal scan- 
dal and deliberate falsification, will 
become impossible existences.— Salt 
Lake Herald, July 30th, 1875.

The instant that Judges extend their hands for the acceptance of bribes—or 
permit themselves to be biased in their feelings, inclining them to punish the 
innocent and to let the guilty go free, that nation’s liberty is imperiled—that 
nation’s stability is in jeopardy—the downfall of that — is only a question 
of time. 

Acts of injustice have often called down the 9 displeasure on the 
persons committing them. An instance of this kind is found in detail in the 
twenty-first chapter of the Ist Book of Kings. King Ahab wickedly coveted, 
the vineyard owned by the good man Naboth. The king’s mind was so 
intently bent on getting this property, that upon Naboth's saying, The Lord 
forbid it me that I should give the inheritance of my fathers unto thee ;” 
„went into his house heavy and displeased, and laid down upon his bed, and 
turned away his face, and would eat no bread.” Jezebel his impious wife 
came to his service :—‘‘I will give thee the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite. 
And she wrote letters in Ahab’s name and sealed them with his seal, and 
sent the letters unto the elders and to the nobles that were in his city, dwelling 
with Naboth. And she wrote in the letters, saying, Proclaim a fast, and set 
Naboth on high among the people: And set two men, sons of Belial, before 
him, to bear witness against him, saying, Thou didst blaspheme God and the 
king. And then carry him out, and stone him that he may die.” 

This black programme was carried out to the letter by the pusillanimous 
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elders and nobles of Jazreel. A special dispatch was immediately forwarded 
to Jezebel,—‘‘ Naboth is stoned, and is dead.” 

Then Ahab went down to take possession of poor Naboth’s vineyard—who 
shall hinder him? He is the king— His will is stronger than law—so thought 
the ignoble men of Jezreel. But there is 4 Prophet in Israel: And the 
word of the Lord came to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, Arise, go down to 
meet Ahab, king of Israel, which is in Samaria: behold, he is in the vine- 
yard of Naboth, whither he is gone down to possess it. And thou shalt speak 
unto him, saying, Thus saith the Lord, Hast thou killed, and also taken 

ion?’ “Thus saith the Lord, In the place where dogs licked the blood 
of Naboth shall dogs lick thy blood, even thine.” 

A guilty conscience needs no accuser.” As soon as Ahab beholds Elijah, in 
terror he exclaims, ‘‘ Hast thou found me, O mine enemy?” The Prophet 
calmly but thrillingly answered—‘‘I have found thee: because thou hast sold 
thyself to work evil in the sight of the Lord: Behold, I will bring evil upon 
thee, and will take away thy posterity, and will eut off from Ahab him that is 
shut up and left in Israel. The dogs shall eat Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel: 
Him that dieth of Ahab in the city the dogs shall eat ; and him that dieth in 
the field shall the fowls of the air eat.” Our readers may rest assured of the 
fact, that all of this divine judgment came to pass. 


We have another striking instance of a similar kind recorded in the Acts of 
the Apostles. ‘‘ Herod, the king, stretched forth his hands to vex certain of 
the Church. And he killed James, the brother of John with the sword,” and 
cast Peter into prison. Peter, however, through the prayer of faith was de- 
livered from death by a holy angel. Then Herod when he had lost Peter, put 
the keepers of the jail to death, thinking no doubt that they bad cunnived 
at his escape; but the poor fellows had not. They knew nothing about it, twas 
the work of an angel! All that Hered did pleased the Jews. The Rabbis 
rejoiced over it. 

„Upon a set day Herod, arrayed in royal apparel, sat upon his throne, and 
made an oration unto them. And the people made a shout, saying, It is the 
voice of a God and not of a man.” 

„And immediately the angel of the Lord smote him, because he gave not 


God the glory: and he was eaten of worms, and gave up the Ghost.” Herod, 
the king, eaten alive of worms for his wickedness and there was an end of bim! 


The Latter-day Saints know what the bitterness of injustice is because they 
have tasted of the bittercup. The Ahabites of Utah are a very hard set, they 
want our corner lots and well tilled farms. They will not get them. The 
Herodians weuld like to slay the ‘‘ Innocents,” put to death the Apostles and 
Prophets of the Lord. They will not be permitted to do it. 


Recently, the sons of Belial assembled themselves together and they 
-eounseled through the dark hours of midnight, and resolved to make an alarm— 
not like the tyrant Nero, to burn the city and charge it to the Saints, lest they 
burnt themselves, but to create a sensation. The Indians are upon us! 
The City of Corinne is doomed to be scalped.” By whom? Why, by a 
few hundred converted Red men peacefully and industriously raising a little 
corn and afew potatoes for the sustenance of their wives and children, And 
because of this high treason against the rights of common humanity, these 
poor people are ordered at the point of the bayonet of United States soldiers 
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to abandon their harvest fields and retreat, in order to save their lives, to barren 
Government reservations. 

Now, it was the duty of the Government to make that locality an Indian 
Teservation where they found him working hard, intelligently and successfully 
to make an honest living. Why did they not do this? Was it because they 
are good *‘ Mormons?” Very recently these Indians have repented of their 
sins and bave been baptized by our Elders into the Church. And by the advice 
of the Elders, having buried the tomahawk, were cultivating the land- their 
own land be it remembered—to obtain an honest livelihood. We view the 
act of the authorities as a high act of oppression—of persecution for righteous- 
ness’ sake. We trust that the affair will be brought at an early day before 
Congress when in session. The contemptible authors of the outrage merit 
severe punishment, but we are sorry to say that the law can not reach them. 
Vengeance is mine, I will repay, saith the Lord.” 

„Beware of the leaven of the Pharisees and of the Sadducees.” Vain 
pretenders! there is danger in their presence—condemnation in their 
practice. 

‘Woe unto you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye shut up the 
kingdom of heaven against men: for ye neither go in yourselves, neither 
suffer ye them that are entering to go in. 

Woe unto yeu, for ye compass sea and land to make one proselyte, at 
when he is made, ye make him two-fold more the child of hell than yourselves.” 

What an injustice, an irreparable injustice, one man does to another when 
he deceives him in matters relating to the soul. Deceivers of this class will 
receive the greater damnation.” But what of the person subjecting himself 
to their deception, believing in their erroneous doctrine—anti-scriptural rites 
and ceremonies and man-made ordinances? Why he permits himself to be 
made a two-fold more the child of hell than the impostors themselves! 

Two faces. What a horrid vice is concealed behind the mirage of two faces. 
You write a letter to a friend in sympathy, in confidence, with good wishes ; 
in a few hours you are assailed by an exulting enemy who brands you with 
imbecility and folly. You are amused at finding that your ‘‘ dear friend” has 
divulged your sentiments in a perverted form to yourenemy. He has obtained 
your secret and now operates againet you. The friend whom you songht to 
bless, for whom you prayed so fervently, and so often has betrayed you. 
How painful! You feel like being angry and losing all confidence in common 
humanity ; a great injustice has been done you without question. Our advice 
is, take no notice. Such are the ins and outs of life; such the depravity of 
fallen man ; bubbles on the stream. The acquaintance lost will float like drift- 
wood down Time’s turbid river and disappear in one of its deep eddies, and 
your boasting enemy will one day be your servant. 

The press, the pulpit, do great injustice to the Saints. They pander to the 
morbid feelings of a dishonest world. The position of the true Church has 
always been misunderstood by the worldly mind. And coming, as it necessarily 
does, in the potency of truth, it is feared by the votaries of error, and they 
would, away with it. Their faith and practice are in conflict with it. Truth 
is the fundamental basis of our being—of the kingdom of God. It is 
affirmative; error is negative. The Church of Christ is not at war. Ita 
mission is divine, calling the children of men to salvation, blessing them with 
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light, liberty and peace. Iniquity is opposed to Godliness—injustice to 
righteousness. The true coin occupies its proper place on the banker's 
counter. It does not beg the favor of the public. Its presence is acceptable 
because it is profitable. It is valuable for its intrinsic worth; but the counterfeit, 
what a pest ! 

The Almighty is about to lay ‘‘judgment to the line and righteousness to 
the plummet.” Latter-day Saints have a Frienp in heaven. Angels are 


registering facts !

I am 
very sick, but I hope that I shall recover. 

My best blessing upon all Saints and most fervent prayer for the prosperity 
of the good Cause in which we are engaged.

President Morris and his assistants 
then proceeded to complete the berth- 
ing of the company, which was divided 
into four wards, and to organize it as 
follows:

Parker as chaplain for the English and 
Christian Petersen as chaplain for the 
Scandinavian portion of the company.

Dear Brother,—On the IIth of Au- 
gust, having the privilege of three 
weeks’ holiday, I left Liverpool for my 
native town—Nottingham, and, on my 
arrival at the Conference House there, 
found my father and Prest. G. L. 
Farrell both well, and glad to see me 
again. 

On the morning of Sunday, Aug. 15, 
I accompanied Prest. Farrell to Huck- 
nall, where we were met by Elders 
John Squires and Arta D. Young. It 
having been arranged for our Camp- 
meeting to be held there, we proceeded 
at 11 a.m. to the — plaee—a 
spacious cricket field, well situated— 
where quite a number of respectable 
looking persons were already assembled, 
as well as a number of our own people 
who had come in from neighboring 
Branches. Meeting commenced with 
singing and prayer; after which the 
congregation was addressed by Elders 
Alfred Wright, John Culley and my- 
self. We met with no opposition, and 
at the close of the meeting the congre- 
gation quietly dispersed. At 2.30 
another meeting was commenced, and 
the time occupied by Elders Squires 
and Young.

arrell te preach in the Cattle Market, 
Nettingham. At this latter place we 
had a splendid meeting. Bro. George 
Shaw spoke first, and I followed, 
speaking thirty minutes to a good-sized 
and attentive audience. 

On Monday the 16th, in company 
with Elders Farrell, Squires and 
Young, I attended a tea party of the 
Sunday School children of the Notting- 
ham Branch and passed a very enjoy- 
able time. The scholars, numbering 
about fifty boys and girls, dressed very 
neatly, walked in procession, headed 
by the teachers, from the Conference 


House to the Arboretum, where a sub- 
stantial tea was provided ; after which 
we all indulged in a variety of inter- 
esting games till about 7 o’elock, when 
the scholars were called together, and 
prizes distributed to each one by Bro. 
Caleb Orton, the Superintendent. 

On Tuesday the [7th I attended a 
meeting on Derby Road, Nottingham, 
and preached the whole of the time to 
an attentive andience df about 200 
persons. The following night I met 
with a few of the Saints in the Cattle 
Market, and listened te a very good 
discourse by Elder Marshall of Not- 
tingham. The congregation was small 
but attentive. 

Thursday, Aug. 19, in company 
with Elders Squires and Young, I at- 
tended another meeting on Derby 
Road; the time was occupied by Elder 
Young and myself. At the close of 
the meeting a young man asked Elder 
Squires a few questions, which he 
answered in astraightforward manner. 
We were then about to leave, when 
the same young man commenced 
speaking abusively of Joseph Smith 
and Brigham Young, which excited 
the crowd against us, and Sister Astill, 
who was with us, had her bonnet torn 
from her head. 

On the following day I started with 
Elder A. D. Young to accompany him 
for a week on his tour in Leicestershire. 
During the time I was with him we 
held eight meetings, seven of which 
were held out-doors, at the following 
places, viz.:—Sheepshed, Long What- 
ton, Whitwick and Coalville, all of 
which were well attended, and it is 
hoped that much good will be the re- 
sult. At one of the meetings in Sheep- 
shed we had a congregation of from 
200 to 300 persons, and while I was 
speaking a dog fight took place close 
by, which drew away half the congre- 
gation, but I paid no attention to it, 
and in a few minutes they were all 
back again listening attentively. 

On Friday, August 27, I left Elder 
Young in good spirits at Whitwick, 
having enjoyed myself exceedingly 
well in his company, and returned to 
Sheepshed, where I spent a few hours 
in visiting the Saints and then took 
train for Nottingham, where, on the 
following Sunday, I attended three 
meetings, and preached for the last 
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time in the Cattle Market. My holi- 
day visit was thus spent in a most 
agreeable manner to myself, and, I 
trust, profitably to others. 

I desire te express my gratitude to 
God that the time is now so near for 
me to leave this country and go to the 
Land of Zion ; and I pray that I may 
ever stand faithful to the Gospel, and 
be willing to act according to the direc- 
tion of the servants of God. I can 
look back with pleasure upon the many 
blessings I have received during my 
labors in the office, extending over the 
space of three years and three months, 
and shall ever feel grateful to you and 
President Carrington and all the Eld- 
ers with whom I became connected in 
the office, for the interest manifested 
in my behalf; and I trust the good 
advice received and examples there 
shown will be profitable te me through 
life. 

I desire, also, at this time to return 
my heartfelt thanks to the many Saints 
of my acquaintance in the Nottingham 
and Nerwich Conferences for their ex- 
treme kindness to me while traveling 
in their midst, and I hope, ere long, 
to have the privilege of meeting them 
in a better land.

SCANDINAVIAN MISSION. 


Lorentzens gade, 14, Copenhagen, 
Aug. 31, 1875. 
Prest. Joseph F. Smith. 

Dear Brother,—It is with pleasure 
I proceed to write you a few lines in 
regard to the work in tbis Mission. 
I have just received the Quarterly 
reports from the different Conferences, 
which shows that 264 have been added 
to the Church in the last three months, 
and the work is in a prosperous con- 
dition. 

The Elders frem Utah are all well 
and are unceasing in their labors in 
the ministry. Their good conduct and 
fatherly and wise counsel is well appre- 
ciated by the Saints, and they bear a 
faithful testimony to the world wher- 
ever they have an opportunity, and 


that they have in most every town and 
city in Denmark. The Gos 1 has 
been preached extensively, an many 
have been gathered to Zion from this 
land. The Gospel has not been so 
generally preached in Sweden, though 
many have come out from there, but 
there is a great work to be done in 
Sweden; the people are as a general 
thing religiously inclined, thoagh 
divided into many different denomi- 
nations and sects, who by their 
Christian alliances” are trying to 
unite them; but their work is all in 
vain and many are getting their eyes 
open, and are seeking for something 
better. The work is indeed great, but 
the laborers are few. The laws of 
Sweden are very liberal to dissenters, 
and our Elders have not had any oppe- 
sition there for several years past. It 
is different in Norway, where four of 
our native Elders have lately been 
imprisoned and treated to short rations 
of water and bread, from tour to ten 
days, for baptizing and administering 
the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, 
which the laws of the land do not 
allowustedo. The five Bishops of Nor- 
way met in 1852, to decide whether the 
Latter-day Saints should have any 
privileges under the ‘‘ dissenters’ Jaw” 
voted three for and two against us. 
Then our case was left to the highest 
tribunal in the land, who, in 1853, 
decided that our religion was not a 
Christian religion, and as such 
could claim no protection of the law. 
This has of course caused a deal of 
trouble to our missionaries, who with 

at fortitude and zeal have faithfully 
abored in that gountry, and performed 
a good work. The authorities are 
very humane, and will not do anything 
to the Elders exeept when they are 
forced to, by religious bigots. 

We have sent in several petitions to 
the ‘‘Storthing,” asking to get the 
privilege to worship God according to 
the dictates of our own conscience, 
but they have been laid on the table, 
consequently we have bad no redress, 
80 — the case with God. 

Our brethren in Iceland are doing 
good amongst the people there, some 
have been baptized on Westmano, 
(Westmanisland) and a few of the 
native brethren have been ordained 
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
